Oc- 
casionally one of these will take a 
sort of fiendish pleasure ir. disturb- 
ing the theological nctic.-.s cf a 
freshman, and saying things which 
he knows makes him writhe with- 
in. 

So often fundamentals- are con- 
fused with early beliefs, and de- 
velopment m scientific and critical 
thought is assceiated with loss c: 
faith. With a little sympathetic un- 
derstanding, the freshman is able to 
delve into the mysteries of know- 
ledge, and a new religious life will 
be opened up for him. It is not a 
matter of losing the old religion, 
with its valued association with ! 
home and parents, but it is a case 
of adding to and reinforcing the 
fundamental religious beliefs nur- 
tured from childhood. 

In every college there is at least 
one professor who. together with 
his knowledge of the subject which 
he teaches, has a sympathetic un- i 
derstandlng of human nature. He ■ 
lvalues that it is not always the 
greatest theologian who has tho : 
most religion. Ho knows that often- 
times the most uneducated person 
with the slimmest framework! of 
theology will still have a keen .n- 
»iglit into the basic principles of life 
and religion. They do not hang out \ 
a sign on the office doors, but ex- 
parlance has proved to the student 
that there he may go with his prob- 
lem and find more help than may 
be obtained in a dozen average '.<.-e- 
tui'ô combes in philosophy of Kc- 
(tglon.— Toronto Varsity.
